We feel some reluctance in reopening the 
opium controversy which has been dragged 
before the public, because the matter which 
has given rise to the outery bas from the 
firat seemed to us one rather for private set- 
tlement than for newspaper --discussion. 
There have, as is perfectly well-known, teen 
disputes about tho delivery of Patna for some 
time past, and, as is not altogether new in 
regard to such matters, augry words have, in 
-some instances, been used in the course of 
them ; but the subject has nevor really boon 
of a nature to interest the public at large, and 
has been very little more in reality than one 
of the disagreements familar enough in China 
on the delivery of any cargo'sold on time. 
It might perhaps be w very good principle to 
commence taking delivery of eargo by abusing 
tho holder in the public papers, but, how- 
ever desirable theorotically,itis notimprobuble 
that the plan, if generally resorted to, would 
be found inconvenient in practice. We shall 
not inflict upon our roadors any polemical 
refutation of the remarks which have been 
made olsewhere,,as the. language in which 
they are couched will no doubt best estab- 
lish their value in the minds of thoap who 
are not practically acquainted with the’ sub- 
ject ; while all who ara conversant with the 
details of the trade, will be quite able to 
judgo of tho true merits of the question. One 
point only calls for notice. Ié bus been 
stated that the “ordinary” weight of each 
chest of Patoa Opinm is 120 ‘catties ; but it 
is nevertheless admitted that, by drying up, 
it is reduced by 43 catties, that is, in other 
words, that drug which would be lighter than 
ordinary packages at one time would be of 
average weight at another. This is really 

. the point upon which tho whole matter 
turns, and is the only one which, regard 
ing the subject in a practical light, is worthy 
of consideration, ‘ _ 

Can it then be established, by any possible 
means, what is the ordinary or, to use a more 
accurate term, the average weight of a chest 
of Patna opium sold on time? If thie can 
be done, there will be an.end to the existing 
costom, which is undoubtedly to be objected 
to, if for nothing else, because it leaves the door 
open for unfair accusations to be preferred. 
Everyone engaged in business is familiar 
with the ordinary operation of the Banks in 
regard to Mexican Dollars. They import 
elean Dollars, which they sell at a premium ; 
but, in making payment, they do not give 
better than the ordinary current dollar. 
This is precisely analogous to the difference 
between the operations in imported drag 
and time operations, which are known to be 
for the drug current on the market. It 
can seareely be held that the Banks are 
qquilty of any fraud in tot paying to people 
to whom they are indebted for 80 many cur. 
rent dollars, the same nuraber of the dollara 
they import. They. are liable for current, 
not imported_dollars, and pay current, not 
imported dollara; and just so the seller of 
vpiam on time is liable for current not im- 

” ported opium, and pays current not imported 
opiam. It is, therfore, mainfestly absurd to 
say that one or two holders are guilty of. 
fraud because they wish to deliver opium ox 
time of the kind—and in one. instance the 
identical packages—which they have them. 
selves had to accopt in time operations. The 
chests are admittedly light, just as ordinary 
current dollars are light .as compared with 

‘clean dollars; but surely no one’ would claim 

' in an ordinary transaction to be paid only in 

| clean Mexicans, unless this bad been ex- 

: prossly stipulated. Until quite. recently, 
buyers on timo have boen content to accept 
chests of Patau so long as they contained 
“the regular number of forty balls, and-‘the 
seller's delivering comparatively heavy chests 
in place of lighter ones was looked upon as a 
concession on his part, which be was not ab- 
sdlutely called upon to make. 

“Tho subject may be dismissed with these 
remarks; as although it would be possible 
to give many other details which would pro- 
bably be of considerable interest to indi- 
viduals if not to the general public, it is not 
worth while dojng so, because, ag above ob.

to wonder how any ‘number of soldiers could 
be found brave.enough: to face this tenfold 
fire.. The young doctor, however, had but 
little more time than the orderly, and found 
it somewhat difficult-to, break through the 


partly to terrify the occupants, partly to al- 
low the guards to carry out their movements 
without attracting too much attention. As 
wo gained a alight erinence, we saw the 
Prussian batteries about a mile in front of 
us doing their work steadily. Neither the 
forts nor Le Bourget were visible; but we 
distinctly heard the return fire from both, 
and with our glasses we conld observe the 
* effect which the French shells occasional 
had upon the attacking batteries, The hig 
road from Senlis to Paris lay on our left; the 
dark line of men moved on slowly, but 
steadily, in the direction of the capital, For 
the next two miles they wero still invisible 
to the French outposts, for although I have 
stated that the ground was flnt compared 
with the other environs of Paris, there was 
no dead level. ‘The road rose gently until 
. about halfa mile ffom the village, so that 
any foree advancing along that road must 
have been invisible until the first men reach- 
ed the bighest point. The French bad tried 
to establish their outposts at this poiat, but 
as the Prussian feldwache had evtrenched 
themselves in w sinall mud-fortress, tho Pa- 
risians very unwisely gave up the attempt. 


‘Vhoy were now in so for at a disadvantages fe 


that they knew nothing of the approaching 
enemy until he bad come within a thousand 
yards, and even then the view was so inter. 
rupted by troes and bithies that bis: actual 
strength could only be surmised. Somewhat 
to our left, and near the fidld batteries,. we 
observed a group of horsemon, who seemed to 
‘follow the operations with great interest, .and 
from the coming and going of several lancers 
and hussars we surmised that it was the Com- 
manding General, the Prince of Altenberg, and 
his staff. Knowing that be was almost as un. 
popular as the Ked’Princa, and quite as much 
incensed against anything that flavoured, of 
literatnre and the press, we resolved to keap 
at a enfe distance, lest the order of the previ- 
ous night might bo auexpectedly carried out, 
L have already said that the village itself was 
invisible, although a few. of the bouse-tops 
might be seen through-the trees,, The flash 
and smolre from the forts and the advancad 
batterics, bowaver, were very distinct, and 
we judged by the increass of their fire thit 
they must by this time have arrived at the 
conclusion that the field-batteries, which 
could by-no possible means reach them, must 
have some serious and less distait ‘object. 
The sky had become clouded, and a drizzling 
rain began to full; the. atmosphere, which 
was nt no time very clear, begamo still more 
opaque; and we had just resolved to return, 
to the town and try if the church steeple 
eould afford a better prospect, when, as. we 
were turning to go, the field batteries in: 
front.of us suddenly ceased firing, -Welmew 
that thia must-be the noment when the head 
of the advancing column of Elizabeth reach- 
ed the highest ‘point’ of the road, for from 
that moment there wee pret danger of their 
being hit by their own shells. We could seo 
the colama halting, and then moving on. at

Thoso...who have passed 
through the ordinary. course’ at.the. Berlin 
Cédet House’ pass the general examination 
before quitting that’ establishment. These 
latter require no‘nomination from the colimel 
ofa regiment, - Returning, however, to the 
‘most numerous. body, ‘namely, that which 
consista. of ordinary avantageurs, ‘hay Bg 
fassed tho ‘general examination. atid _per- 
formed six months’ service.During their 
service. aa avaniageurs, they perfoim the 
actual duties of primate, mounting guard ; 
and ‘in, the cavalry, cleaning their horses 
When off duty, however, they are treated by 
the officers almost as equals. Jn some 
regiments they even mess With the officers, 
Atthe termination of six months’ service, 
the avantageur-is qualified—provided that he 
has :passed the general examination—for pro- 
motion tothe rank of eisign; ‘but as it ia 
necessary to wait for 2 vacancy, he: seldom 


obtains that rank in-lessthan.a year’s time |” 


after joining, The avantageur, befora being 
considered qualified for.a commission, must 
pass tho second, or Officer’s examination. As 
arule, every: avantageur .wust prepare for 
this examination ata War School; the only. 
exceptions being mado in favour of those 
who bave gone-through the advanced’ course 
at the BerlinCadet House ; of young men who 
have studied for a year at a university, be- 
fore entering the army; and-of Landwebr 
officers transferred tothe Line, These War 
Schools are six in number, and the course 
occupies ten months. The subjects of in- 
struction and cxamination aro tactics, scienco 
of arms, fortification, surveying, knowledzo 
of military duty, military drawing. The 
minimum 1s a general average of five marke 
outofnine, After passing this examination 
the cnsign returns, to his regiment, and waits 
for’ a vacaney.in.the commissioned ranks
